At the option of the sender, the Telegram of Advica for British 
Dominions and Dependencies may be sent at ordinary or deferred 
rates. In the latter case the Telegrams will be subject, if necessary, 
to deferment during transmission for a period not exceeding 24 hours 
in favour of full-rate telegrams. In cases of special urgency, there- 
fore, the Telegrams of Advice should be sent at the full rates. 
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Special features of Service with Canada, Newfound- 
land, and the United States. 

Under an arrangement with the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, Telegraph Money Orders may now be sent from any 
Telegraph Money Order Office in the United Kingdom to any place 
in Canada or the United States, and to certain places in Newfound- 
land. Payment is made not by the Post Office but by the local 
Agents of the Western Union Telegraph Company, and, when the 
Order is addressed to a Post Office to be called for, the Payee should 
apply, not for a Telegraph Money Order, but for a letter (i.e. a notice 
from the agent of the Company telling him where the money is to be 
obtained). 


The charges for Telegraph Money Orders payable 
abroad are as follows :— 


(11 Money order poundage &t the ordinafy rate for 
Money Orders payable abroad. See page 121 of the 
April issue of the Post Office Guide. 


(2) A charge for the Telegram of Advice at the 
ordinary, or, in certain cases, the deferred rate 
for telegrams addressed to the place of destination. 

(Note.—The ordinary rate must be charged for the 
Telegrams of Advice of all Orders payable in Foreign 
Countries, but Telegraph Money Orders payable in any 
British Colony, Dependency, etc., may be sent at the deferred 
or ordinary rates at the option of the remitter.) 


(3) A Supplementary Fee as follows :— 
For Foreign Countries—6d.  - 
For British Colonies and Dependencies (except 
Canada and Newfoundland)—1s. 
For Canada and Newfoundland—6d. at ordinary 
rate, ls. at deferred rate. 


The Remitter is allowed, on paying for the additional words 
required, to add to the official Telegram of Advice any short 
communication which he may wish to send to the Payee. 


The Remitter may also obtain an Advice of Payment, as in the 
case of ordinary Orders payable abroad, on paying a fee of 2}d. If 
he wishes the request for an Advice of Payment to be communicated 
to the Office of Payment in the Telegram of Advice he must pay the 
cost of including the words '* Advise Payment." 

The general regulations relating to Money Orders payable abroad 
and to Inland Telegraph Orders apply, so far as they are applicable, 
to Telegraph Money Orders exchanged with l'oreign Countries, British 
Colonies, etc.

Parcels must be packed in stout wooden boxes or barrels, in strony leather, or in hermetically-sealed 
zine or tin receptacles ; otherwise they will be rejected by the authorities. Asan exception, parcels 
packed in thick oil-cloth are accepted for transmission at sender's risk provided that the covers 
are sewn on and sealed with lead seals, not wax, and that they are provided with a stout linen- 
backed label securely sewn to the cover by stitching along the edges and diagonally across the 
label on which a clear space not lese than 5 inches in depth by 3 inches in width has been left 
for affixing official labels. The parcels may be addressed on the rest of the label. If addressed on 
the cover itself, the address must be painted on the cover, preferably with white paint. Gene- 
rally, parcels must be so sealed that they cannot be opened unless the seals are broken. The 
seals must bear the impression of a private device of the sender. To avoid delay at the Russian 
frontier, senders are strongly advised to tie all parcels round with cord, sealing the loose ends 
with lead seals. Separate Despatch Notes and separate Customs Declarations are uired 
in the case of each parcel for Persia sent vid Russia, and they must show all the details 
required in the case of parcels for Russia. (See entry under ‘‘ Russia.”) 

Nore :—The “ Djoulfa” mentioned above is in the province of Azerbaijan, and must not be confused

SHOULD BE POSTED AS EARLY IN THE DAY as 
possible. In many rural districts there is only one 
delivery, and letters for such districts, unless 
posted in time for early evening mails, will not be 
delivered until the second day after posting. Early 
posting also facilitates the work of the Post Office 
Sorters, and, on account of the great depletion of staff 
for military purposes, this assistance will be much 
appreciated. 


TELEGRAPH BUSINESS. 


Special attention is called to the statement on 
pages 12 and 13 concerning the restricted hours of 
telegraph business.

United Kingdom, by Letter Poet, and on no account by Parcel 
Post, under the following conditions :— 

Any such liquid or substance must be enclosed in a receptacle, hermetically 
sealed or otherwise securely closed, which receptacle must. itself be placed in a 
strong wooden, leather, or metal case in such a way that it cannot shift about, 
and with a sufficient quantity of some absorbent material (such as saw-dust or 
cotton-wool) so packed about the receptacle as absolutely to prevent sy possible 
leakage from the package in the event of damage to the receptacle. e packet 
so made up must he conspicuously marked “Fragile with care,” and bear the 
words “ Pathologica! Specimen.” 

Any packet of the kind found in the parcel post, or found in the letter post 
not packed and marked as directed, will be at once stopped and destroyed with 

`~ all iis wrappings and enclosures. Further, any person who sends by post a 
deleterious Tiquid or substance for medical examination or analysis otherwise than 
as provided by these regulations is liable to prosecution. 

If receptacles are supplied by a Laboratory or Institute, they should be 
submitted to the Secretary, General Post Office, in order to ascertain whether 
they are regarded as complying with the regulations.

Deferred Telegrams for British Dominions and 
Dependencies. 


At the option of the sender, the Telegram of Advice for British 
Dominions and Dependencies may be sent at ordinary or deferred 
rates. In the latter case the Tclegrams will be subject, if necessary, 
to deferment during transmission for a period not exceeding 24 hours 
in favour of full-rate telegranis. In cases of special urgency, there- 
fore, the Telegrams of Advice should be sent at the full rates. 


Special features of Service with Canada, Newfound- 
land, and the United States. 


Under an arrangement with the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, Telegraph Money Orders may now be sent from any 
Telegraph Money Order Office in the United Kingdom to any place 
in Canada or the United States, and to certain places in Newfound. 
land. Payment is made not by the Post Office but by the local 
Agents of the Western Union Telegraph Company, and, when the 
Order is addressed to a Post Office to be called for, the Payee should 
apply, not for a Telegraph Money Order, but for a letter (i.e. a notice 
from the agent of the Company telling uim where the money is to be 
obtained). 


The charges for Telegraph Money Orders payable 
abroad are as follows :— 


(1, Money order poundage at the ordinary rate for 
Money Orders payable abroad. Sce page 10 of this 
Supplement. 
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(2) A charge for the Telegram of Advice at the 
ordinary, or, in certain cases, the deferred rate 
for telegrams addressed to the place of destination. 

(Note.—The ordinary rate must be charged for the 
Telegrams of Advice of all Orders payable in Foreign 
Countries, but Telegraph Money Orders payable in any 
British Colony, Dependency, etc., may be sent at the deferred 
or ordinary rates at the option of the remitter.) 


(3) A Supplementary Fee as follows :— 


For Foreign Countries— 6d. 

For British Colonies and Dependencies (except 
Canada and Newfoundland)—1s. 

For Canada and Newfoundland—6d. at ordinary 
rate, ls. at deferred rate. 


The Remitter is allowed, on paying for the additional words 
required, to add to the official Telegram of Advice any short 
communication which he may wish to send to the Payee. 


The Remitter may also obtain an Advice of Payment, as in the 
case of ordinary Orders payable abroad, on paying a fee of 24d. If 
he wishes the request for an Advice of Payment to be communicated 
to the Office of Payment in the Telegram of Advice he must pay the 
cost of including the words “ Advise Payment.” 


The general regulations relating to Money Orders payable abroad 
and to Inland Telegraph Orders apply, so far as they are applicable, 
to Telegraph Money Orders exchanged with Foreign Countries, British 
Colonies, etc.

hour or more in the middle of the day. Further restrictions in the 
hours of public business are in force at certain Sub-Offices where 
Telegraph business is not transac:ed. 


The hours during which an office is open and the class of counter 
business transacted can be ascertained by reference to the local 
window notice. 
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The ordinary hours during which Telegraph Offices are 
open on week-days ure from 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. Exceptional hours 
of daily attendance are generally shown on pages 16-80 of this 
Supplement; but where a Delivery Office is closed for any part of the 
normal attendance (9 a.m. to 7 p.m.), and delivery is maintained 
meanwhile from a neighbouring office. the exceptional hour of 
opening or closing is not shown.
